The Eastern lines in- 
sist upon 27^0, Chicago to the seaboard, 
but these same roads have agreed upon 
a through rate on grain billed from the 
Misscuri river to the seaboard of 86jo, 
the Western lines accepting as their pro- 
portion 16ic, and the Eastern lines 20o, 
a total of llic. 
The Burlington low 
rate is joined with a still lower rate 
from at. Louis and other junction 
points, thus diverting the greater por- 
tion of the grain it hauls away from 
Chicago. 
Chicago shippers are com- 
pletely shut out by the deal, and the 
board of trade has been appealed to to 
correct the discrimination.

A HOOSIERJORNADO. 


A Destrnetlre 
Storm 
Sweeps Over 
Sonthern Indiana, Doing Great 
Damage—Other Storms. 


EVANSVIIJ.«, Ind., Feb. 25.—About 5 
o'clock last evening a storm visited 
Hamstadt, sixteen miles north of this 
city, in Gibson county, on the Evans- 
ville and Terra Haute railroad, doing 
considerable damage to property. Barns 
were blown down, live stock killed, 
dwellings were unroofed, trees uprooted 
and telegraph wires blown down. 
The 
extent of the loss cannot be learned. No 
one is reported killed or injured so far 
as known. 
At Miiltown station, on the 
Air line, and Huntingberg, a water 
spout burst and flooded the track, mak- 
ing it very dangerous for running trains. 
Considerable damage is also reported. 


EvANSviiiiiB, Ind.. Feb. 25.—The tor- 
nado which passed over Vanderburgh 
and adjoining counties late yesterday 
afternoon, did great damage in the 
country. 
Advices received from the 
townships in this (Vanderburgh) and 
Qibson counties are to the effect that 
dwelings, barns, stables, fences 
and 
orchards have greatly suffered. Farming 
implements have been destroyed and 
there has been much loss of life to live 
stock. 


One church in Armstrong township, 
Vanderburgh county, is almost totally 
destroyed. 
Trees were uprooted and 
general destruction prevailed. 
There 
was no particular damage done in any 
of the neighboring towns.

STARVING INDIANS. 


Cruel Negligence of the Canadian 6ov> 
ernment—An Oatbreak Im- 
minent. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., Feb. 25.—An Ed- 
monton correspondent of the 
Pioneer 
Press, gives the facts in regard to the 
reports of the starving condition of In- 
dians in the far north. 
He says 
the 
failure of the crops and the scarcity of 
game has left the Indians solely depend- 
ent on the Indian department for food. 
The government supplies have failed to 
come, and the consequence is most de- 
plorable. 


All the stock of fish they had frozen 
in the early part of the winter was spoil- 
ed by mild weather in January. 
The 
chiefs of Whitefish Lake and other tribes 
became demonstrative and threatened 
the government officials with rebellion 
unless food was given them. 
The agent 
at Saddle Lake came down to Edmunton 
and refused to return without food, be- 
ing afraid for his life. The correspond- 
ent accuses the Indian department of 
criminal negligence, and says if the In- 
dians are not looked after the conse- 
quences may be disastrous.

SATED FROM THE SEA. 


Narrow Escape of Captain McEean and 
His Crew of ronr Men. 


NEW YOBK, Feb. 25.—Captain Craig 
McEean, of the schooner Mary S, Tib- 
bitts, and his crew of four men, all of 
whom wereBuppc3ed|to;have been lost at 
sea several weeks ago, arrived here from 
London on the steamer Egyptian Mon- 
arch. 
The crew conaisted of Mate 
Jack Elliot, Thomas Walsh, cook, and 
Benjamin Wilson and Andrew Wyman, 
seamen. 
Captain McEean said yester- 
day that his vessel was lost and that he 
and his men narrowly escaped a watery 
grave. 
He said: 


Nov. 17 we left this port for Virginia, 
where we took a cargo of railroad ties 
and left for home. 
When we reached 
the Delaware breakwater we were struck 
by a terrific hurricane and blown over 
500 miles out to sea. 
It was very cold 
and the terrible force at which the boat 
was going and rolling made it hard work 
for us bO keep her afloat. She finally 
sprung a leak, and, after working the 
pumps until they choked up we set 
to work bailing with bucket<<. 
Christ- 
mas night, signals of distress 
were 
burned. 


The bark Rosalin, an Italian vessel 
bound from New York to Oporto, Por- 
tugal, sighted us, but it was impossible 
for them to get close to us on account of 
the heavy sea. About midnight my 
crew were anxious to putoflF in the yawl- 
boat, but the Rosalin's captain told them 
to wait until daylight, when he would 
build a raft and send it to us. 
This was 
done and my crew rescued in safety. It 
was one month before the 
Rcialin 
reached Oyorto. 
When we landed we 
were taken before Mr. {3uderson, the 
American consul, who cared for us and 
sent us to London. 
Feb. 5 we sailed 
for New York.

AN IRONJMBRACE. 


Dlsastrons CoUIsIon on the PlUsbnrf 
and Fort Wayne Road—Mart 
Golden and Yonng Wal- 
lace Killed In 
the Wreck. 


The Pittsburg and Port Wayne Rail- 
road company broke its safety record 
again last night, at 11:30 o'clock, when 
freight trains No. 74 and No. 75 ran into 
each other at Etna Green, a station weat 
of Port Wayne, near Warsaw. 


Martin Golden and his companion, 
young Wallace, of Fort Wayne, were 
crushed to death and horribly mangled 
in the mountain of broken freight oars.

75, 
stopped

track, just west of Etna Green, to let 
freight No. 74, east bound, pass by. 


The last named train is supposed to 
approach this point cautiously and run 
onto a side track, while the west bound 
train pulls out of its way. 
There is a 
steep incline in the grade of the road 
there and, although Eagineer William 
Lohrman whistled for brakes and re- 
versed his engine, he could not bring his 
train to a stand still. 


It whirled swiftly down the hill and 
smashed into the opposing train with 
terrible disaster. 


The big jack engines Nos. 186 and 99 
were 
locked in iron embrace 
and 
enveloped in the clouds of escaping 
steam and smoke, 


Eagineer Pat Welch and his fireman 
got away from their locomotive. 


Eagineer Lohrman was not so fortu- 
nate, for in j amping from his engine he 
sustained a severe injury to his back. 


Heaped up mountain like and run- 
ning in zig-zag form from either engine 
were seventeen shattered freight cars. 
Fourteen of them were loadei, one of 
them containing two valuable horses 
consigned to Warsaw. 


From beneath the debris came the 
crie3 and groans of dying men. 
Pin- 
ioned beneath the pile of cars lay Martin 
Golden and his chum, young Wallace, 
both of this city. 
They went up to 
Chicago some time ago and were steal- 
ing a ride home in an empty freight car 
4hat was fated to go under in the dis- 
aster. 


The night was dark and dreary from 
the severe rain that preceded. 
The 
train men heard the voices of the dying 
men weaken, felt their appeals for help 
grow feeble and feebler still until there 
wasn't a whisper. 
It was all over with 
them 


The news of the collision was wired to 
Fort Wayne and the ^reck train left 
for the scene in charge of Mr. Clint 
Walton, the master of transportation. 
At 7:80 this morning the track was 
cleared a id traffic resumed its customary 
sway. 
The night trains, however, made 
a contour over the Nickel Plate road, 
and managed to get in on reasonable 
time. 


The bodies of Golden and Wallace 
were turned over to the coroner of Kos- 
ciusko county and an inquest is in pro- 
gress. 


Young Golden is a son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Patrick Goldan, of 34 Smith street. 
His father is a laborer and well digger. 
One of his brothera, Pat Golden, is a 
brakeman on the east end of the Pitts- 
burg road, while his brother-in-law, 
Emil Janney, rurs an engine. 
His old 
mother is janitress at the Pittiburg of- 
fices. 
She came this morning to do her 
daily dusting up and sweeping. 


Mr. C. R. Higgins broke the awful 
news to her. 
She had a premonition in 
her dreams last night and before Mr. 
Higgins could complete his story, she 
buried her hands in her face and cried 
out "He's kUlcd! He's kUled. 
I knew 
it would happen." 


Mr. Higgins tried to tell her there 
might be some doubt about it, but a 
mother's heart knew better and she went 
home to bear her grief alone. 


WALLACE IS SAFE. 


When workmen got to clearing away 
the wreck they were surprised to see 
young Wallace, who was supposed to be 
dead, emerge from a broken box oar. 
He says, as reported by wire from Etna 
Green, 
that Golden, 
himself aud a 
stranger were in the car when the crash 
came. Golden and the stranger leaped 
from the door and were buried under 
the debris. 
He did not have time to 
get out as the other boys scrambled io 
for the exit, andl thereby saved his life, 
because the partially unbroken 
cars 
gave him protection. 


It was reported that the dead boy was 
one Grady, of this city, but Wallace 
knows Grady and denies the rumor, say- 
ing that the second dead man is a 
stranger, unknown to them. 


Mrs. Golden and her daughter left for 
Etna Green this afternoon to bring the 
body of their son and brother home.

The Journal of Decorative Art gives 
the following excellent advice, applica- 
ble alike to town and country, for at- 
taining the ideal home beautiful: 


The ideal home beautiful is attained 
rather by avoiding errors of taste than 
by the adoption of dogmas of art. For 
my own part, if I have any dogmas to 
preach, they may fairly be condensed 
in this rule: 
"Avoid shams and affecta- 
tions of all kinds." 


Don't mistake some prettiness for 
beauty; millinery, for instance, is out 
of place in the home beautifuL 


Don't attach to your chairs and sofa 
cushion.s meaningless bows of ribbon 
which tie nothing. 


Don't dress up your toilet table in 
muslin petticoats stiffened with crinoline 
or colored calico. 


Don't scatter startling white "tidies" 
about chairs and sofas, as on so many 
bushes, as if you were hanging out the 
wash to dry. 


Don't display on your walls china 
platen and dishes. 
They were never 
meant to go there 
An exception may 
be made now and then in favor of a 
piece of fine color to help light up the 
roomj or where a delicate china paint- 
ing is worthy of careful examination. 
B-ut hang up ordinary domestic china I 
Don't! 


Don't h-ang small pictures so that 
their beauty is lost to any one under 
eight feet high. If a picture is not seen 
from the same position that the artist 
saw it when he painted it, the drawing 
will appear foreshortened and the gen- 
eral eifect consequently falsified. 


Don't hang any picture in the home 
which has not the impress of elegance, 
purity, and cheerfulness. 


Don't give place to representations 
of corpses, tortured saints, or anything 
occasioning painful emotions. 
And 
above all, having such pictures and 
wanting them down-stairs, don't banish 
tiiem to the nursery, school-room, or 
bed-room. 


Some things I would relegate to the 
bed-room—out of the wav somewhere 
—in locked drawers, for instance. I 
mean mementos of seawead and dried 
ferns or flowers and wretched daubs on 
china, canvas, or paper, the crude ef- 
forts of youthful members 
of the 
family. No true lover of the home 
beautiful will inflict these on his famfly 
and friends and compel them to violate 
truth by pretending to like them. 


Don't admit into the home beautiful 
any piece of furniture or implement of 
every-day life which does not honestly 
serve its purpose—no light, flimsy 
chairs, which an able-bodied man dare 
not sit upon; no pufi'y, 
debilitated 
sofas, all wind and springs; no burn- 
ished, brass-sheeted fire-irons, bought 
only to be looked at, and give place to 
the ugly little black poker and shovel 
when coal is to be broken or ashes are 
to be removed- 


Indians and the Politician. 


One band of tw3uty-four families, ac- 
cording to the Sherman-Harney treaty, 
gave up all their tribal relations, left 
their homes and their neighbors, and

A i'arlsian t'ustom. 


Business people in Paris have long 
since formed a color speech, by which 
certain trades are easily recognized. 
First of all, the color shops are dis- 
tinguished by being painted outside in 
squares and stripes of the most brilliant 
colors. 
Viennese leather, bronze, and 
trinket shops have begun to use the 
Austrian colors, yellow and black; then 
the Spanish wine shops use yellow and 
red; and Italians, green, white, and 
red. 
The business jilaces where furni- 
ture carts lor removal are kept are 
painted yellow, as well as the wagons— 
why, not even the proprietors know. 
Pastry shops are light brown outside 
and within white and gold, so that one 
is reminded of the pastry itself. 


Milk shops are white and blue, both 
inside and out 
The waslierwoman now 
begins to paint the outside of their iron- 
ing shops a bright blue, while the carts 
that tal.e the linen to the wash-houses 
in the country are bright green. Wine- 
houses are all painted brown or a dull 
red, which is exactly the color of the 
vin ordinaire mixed with cranberry 
juice and logwood. 
Still darker is the 
color of the charcoal shops, which the 
dust soon renders completely black. 
Bakers aro fond of light brown and 
white, with much gilding and large 
mirrors. — Court

xneatncai Arcnnects. 


From the first invention of theatrical 
architecture till now, one principal idea 
has governed the form of the audito- 
rium—that of the semi-circle. 
The 
Greeks, with their fine sense of beauty, 
made the sweep of the auditorium 
rather more of a semicircle in extent. 
The more practical Komans made it a 
semicircle exactly, and there can be no 
doubt that this shape possesses more 
advantage in the way of seeing than any 
ether. In the early London theaters, 
arranged as they were on the lines of 
the bull, bear, and cock pits of the 
time, the auditorium was a complete 
circle. 
This plan, later on, developed, 
as we have seen, into that of the horse- 
shoe, which is the interior shape of 
most of our playhouses now. In a few 
recent cases, as at the Haymarket, 
when arranged by the Bancrofts, the 
horseshoe line of the circle has been 
curved outward again before reaching 
the stage. 
From an esthetic point of 
view this is undoubtedly bad, as it gives 
an awkward and meandering effect to 
the chief lines of the house, and does 
not seem on the other hand to be recom- 
mended by any special consideration of 
convenience, while the horseshoe form 
itself must needsbe inferior to the semi 
circle, as far as seeing goes, because it 
compels a much larger part of the an 
dience to sit sideways to the stage, but 
this consideration does not affect the 
pit, where the seats face it. One thing 
that does affect the pit, and all parts of 
the house, is the matter of gradients. 
These are adopted in order to bring 
the stage within view of the occupants 
of the successive rows of seats. 
With 
out them only the people in each front 
row could properly see, and the loftier 
the house the steeper will have to be 
the gradients. 
For this reason the 
galleries of several London houses ap- 
proach the perpendicular in a most un- 
pleasant mariner. 
What the upper one 
at Drury-Lane must be like in this re- 
spect the mind shudders to tSink. 
With regard to the pit, many playgoers, 
probably, have had the experience of 
sitting behind ladies when those mys- 
terious laws which dictate the costume 
of the latter have decreed, as at pres- 
ent, that they shall wear large and lofty 
headgear. 
There are few things more 
exasperating than to sit at an interest 
ing performance, behind a fidgety lady 
(ladies are sometimes fidgety at thea 
ters) in a tall bonnet. 
We will not di- 
late on this subject, which has been a 
standing grievance with male 
play- 
goers from time 
immemorial, 
but 
merely suggest that for the comfort of 
everybody the gradients of many pits 
might well be increased.—The Na- 
tional Review.

A I'arlalan Custom. 


Business people in Paris have loni 


since formed a color speech, by whici 
certain trades are easily recognized. 
First of all, the color shops are dis- 
tinguished by being painted outside in 
squares and stripes of the most brilliant 
colors:" yienhe^e4eather^ bronze,. and 
trinket shops have begun to use the 
Austrian colors, yellow'and black; then 
the Spanish wine shops use yellow and 
red; and Italians, green, white, and 
red.. The business places where furni* 
ture carts lor removal 'are kept are 
painted'yellow, as well as the wagons— 
why, not even the proprietors know. 
Pastry shops are .light brown outside 
and within'white and,gold, so that one 
is reminded of .the pastry itself. 
. Milk shops are.-white and blue, both 
inside and out The washerwoman now 
begins to paint the outside of their iron, 
ing shops a bright blue, while the carts 
thnt tal^o the iinen to the wash-houses 
in the country aro bright green. Wine- 
houses are all painted brown or a dull 
red, which is exactly the color of the 
vin ordinaire mixed with cranberry 
juico and logwood. Still darker is the 
color of tho charcoal shops, which the 
dust' soon renders completely black. 
Bakers ant fond of light brown and 
white,- with much gilding and largo 
mirrors.—Court Journal. 


From the first invention of theatrical 
architecture till now, one principal idea 
has governed the form of the audito- 
rium—that of the semi-circle. 
The 
Greeks, with their fine sense of beauty, 
made the sweep of the auditorium 
rather more of a semicircle in extent 
The more practical Bomans made it a 
semicircle exactly, and there can be no 
doubt that this shape possesses more 
advantage in the way of seeing than any 
other. In the early London theaters, 
arranged as they were on the lines of 
the bull, bear, and • cock pits of tha 
time, the auditorium was a complete 
circle. Thia plan, later on, developed, 
as we have seen, into that of the horse- 
shoe, which is the interior shape of 
most of our playhouses now. In a few 
recent cases, as at the Haymarket, 
when arranged by the Bancrofts, the 
horseshoe line of the circle has been 
curved outward again before reaching 
ihe stage. From an esthetic point of 
•view this is undoubtedly bad, as it gives 
m awkward 'and meandering effect to 
iie ehief lines of the house, and does 
not seem on the other hand to be recom- 
mended by any special consideration of 
convenience, while the horseshoe form 
.taelf must needabe inferior to the semi- 
circle, as far as seeing goes, because it 
compels a much larger part of the an- 
lienoe to ait sideways to the stage, but 
this consideration does not affect the 
lit, where the seats face it 
One thing 


ihatdoes affect the pit, and all parts ol 
)he house, is the. matter of gradients. 
These are adopted in order to bring 
be stage within view of the occupants 
of the successive rows of seats. 
With- 
out them only the people in each front 
row could properly see, and the loftier 
ihe house the steeper will have to be 
ihe gradients. 
For this reason the 


galleries of several London houses ap- 
proach the perpendicular in a most un^ 
pleasant manner. What the upper one 
at Drnry-Lane must be like hi this re- 
spect the mind shudders to tlrink. 
With regard to the pit, many playgoers, 
probably, have had the experience of 
litting behind ladies when those mys- 
terious laws which dictate the costume 
of tbe latter have decreed; as at pres- 
ent, that they shall wear large and lofty 
Eieadgear. There are few things more 
ixasperating than to sit at an interest? 
ing performance, behind a fidgety lady 
(ladies an sometimes fidgety at thea- 
ters) in a tall bonnet We will not di- 
late on this subject, which has been a 
standing grievance with male play 
foera from time immemorial, but 
merely suggest that for the comfort of 
•verrbody the gradients of many pits 
might well be increased. -TA< fro- 
Uonal Beview.
